LYNCH!! 


The following, taken from the Daily Ore- 
ganian, is the account alluded to in our Jast 
week's issue, We are indebted to Mr, Sterns 
for a slip received by lotter from Portland, con. 
taining the dispatch : 

, Great Salt Lake City, Feb, 5th.—Last eve- 
ning the Bannack express arrived in 13 daya 
from Virginia city, and froth the Vedette, we 
learn the following in regard to the doings of 
the Vigilance Committee in that region in 
ridding the country of the band of outlaws 
who have so long infested it, 

The committee is composed of upwards of 
1000 persons exercising jurisdiction over the 
whole range embracing Virginia, Bannack, 
Nevada city, and the surrounding region, 
Below is a list of the men hung and the pla- 
ces where executed: 

George Ives, at Nevada city, Stinking Wa- 
ter diggings-—1, 

At Bannack city, Henry Plummer Sheriff’; 
—Ned Ray, an escaped convict from the Salt 
Late Penitentiary, Buck Stinson, John Wag- 
ner, alias Dutch John, and Spanish Frank—65.

Mining Laws of Lamire District. 


a a 


Lamme Camp, Februdry 11, 1864. ° 

At a meeting held this day fox the purpase 
of organizing a district and forming laws for 
the regulation of the mines, the following 
officers were elected: S. Sears, Chairman; 
Julius Wile, Secretary. 

On mation of S. B, Lemons, a committee 
of five was appointed to draft a form of laws 
for the regularon of the mines, ‘Ihe ‘Chair- 
map appointed the following gentlemen as a 
committees A. J. Vincent, Wm, P. Pasley, 
Joseph Lamire, J. 5. Hown, S. B. Lemons, 
Committee reported that the district be call- 
ed Lamire district, and presented the follow- 
ing laws for the regulation of the mines in 
said district, which were adopted: 

Secrion 1. Boundaries as follows: Com- 
mencing at Smith’s Fork of Boise river, run- 
ning north to the summit ot Payette moun- 
tain, thence to the summit of Moore’s creek, 
thence east to Boise, thence back to Smith’s 
Fork. 

See, 2, Any miner may hold one crezk, 
one gulch, one flat or bar, and one hill claim, 
by location; also, the same by purchase, 

Sec, 3, A guler claim shall be two hunde 
red feet up or down the gulch, and one hun- 
dred feet on each side of the surface or visible 
channel. 

Sec. 4, A hill claim shall be two hundred 
feet front, running back six hundred feet. 

Sec. 5. A bar claim shall be two bundred 
feet front, aad running back to the foot of 
the hill. 

Sec. 6, A creek claim shall be two hundred 
feet up or down the creek, and to the raise of 
the rock on each side of three feet, 

Sec. 7. All claims shall be recorded within 
fifteen days alter location ; also all trangere 
or bills of sales, within fifteen days after date, 

Sec. 8. All claims must be worked one day 
in seven from the first day of April until the 
first day of December of each year; after 
date no miner shall be required to represent 
his cleims, 

Sec. 9, Any miner or company of miners, 
doing one day's work in seven for each claim 
joined together of the same kind, or sawing 
lumber, or digging a ditch for the purpose of 
working said cluin, shall be considered rep- 
resented, ` ’ 
Sec 10. The Recorder shall receive one 
dollar for recording each claint; also one 
dollar for each bill of sale or transfer. 

Sec. 11, No person shall be allowed to lo- 
cate or record a claim for any absent person. 

Seo, 12, All minere shall have the right of 
draining their claims through any claim or 
claims below them. 

Sec. 13. All miners must dump their tail- 
ings on their own claims, so as not to run or 
wash heavy tailings on other miners’ claims 
below. 

Sec. 14, All disputes concerning miners or 
mining may be aettled by arbitrution—each 
party chosing one man ns referee j and if they 
fail to agree, they may choose a third man 
and two of them may render a decision ; or, 
it may be settled by a mass meciing of the 
ramers, 
Sec. 15. There shal! be a Recorder elected 
who shall hold his office at the will of the 
District, whose duty it shall be to record all 
claims, bills of sales, on transfers; also, he 
shall have custody of the records, call miners’ 
meetings at the request of one-third of the 
miners, . 

Sec. 16, The Revorder shall have the right 


to appoint a deputy to transact all business of 


his office, as agreed by the members of this

EXECUTION OF THE MAGRRUDER 
MURDERERS.

we clip from the W. W, Statesman the 
following “ Letter from Lewiston ;”` 


“ ENS. STATESMAN :- -The ‘4th of March’ 
bas come and gone, and so far as law is con- 
cerned its supremacy has been fully yindica- 
ted in the execution of G. C. Lower, David 
Renton and James Romaine. For the past 
two weeks the prisoners have had almost un- 
interrupted intercourse with one another, and 
a visible change in their detneanor has been 
perceptible to the most casutl observer, 

Previous to this, they had exhibited on in- 
clination to be communicative upon the sub- 
ject of the murder but no sooner had free 
intercourse been established; than all former 
signs of penitence, for the awful crime of 
which they stood convicted, disappenred, anil 
instead the most ribald jests and sacrilegious 
allusions followed. This, however, was more 
particularly the case with Lower than with 
either of the others. In conversations .with 
the others on two accasions, he observed that 
he would precede them and select the firat 
“camping ground ;” also, that he would like 
to “bribe some -n of 2 b—h to take him up 
strangler’s gulch two days befoye the time.” 
There was evjdently Some mutual ‘understan- 
ding as to the programme to be followed out 
after they had conaulted together, that sadly 
contrasted with the partly written confessions 
heretofore made; ‘Lhe three men now be- 
came apparently contented, and frequently 
referring vo their death and wishing the day 
would come when, as they expressed it they 
would go where they “could get a fair trial 
and where there was no hanging.” 


Some of our citizens sent for and obtained 
the attendance of the catholic priest, from 
your valley, who endeavored to minister to 
their spiritual wants unceasingly till alt was 
over, I am informed that they slept well 
during the two nights previous to the fourth, 
with the exception of Lower, who seemed to 
lay awake most of the time. The guard 
says he (Lower) turned frequently in bed 
and appeared to be much troubled about 
something, often uttering the words “d—n 
the thing,” and “d—no it.” On the night 


preceding their execution they asked for ajg 


dose of morphene, which was given them, 
and they slept soundly through the greater 
part of the night. The Rev, Father accu- 
pied the most of the moruing with them and 
in the interim their acquaintances were allow- 
ed to bid them ‘good bye’ and take their 
leave. At half past eleven o'clock, on the 
morning of the 4th. the Infantry from Fort 
Lapwai entered town, nnd the vehicle that 
was to convey the prisoners and their guard 
td the gallows, approached. At a quarter 
nst 12 the troops under command of J.jeut. 
Pura ; formed a hollow square around the 
vehicle, the doors of the Luna house were 
thrown open and the peen accompanied 
by their guard emerged from the front (sim~ 
ply hand-cuffed,) and took their seata in the 
wagon, each between two guards, when the 
order was given and the cavalcade moved 
for the acene of execution, 'Chey looked and 
acted mitch the same as upon their trial be- 
fore the District Court, with the exception of 
Howard, (Renton,) who hid his face in his 
hands for some time as though engaged in 
prayer, Upon nearing the scaffold the milj» 
tary formed a square around the place, and 
the prisoners, the sheriff, his deputy, Hill 
Beachy, deputy United States Marshal, and 
two of the guard accompanied .them to 
the foot of the naing fees. to the sl: 
Renton mounted the steps in a quick, tri 
ping manner, followed by the sheriif, pe 
next followed with a ‘slow, steady and firm 
atop, with the appearance ot as little concern 
aa though treading the publia thoroughfare 
an unsuspected man, Romaine followed up 
with an unsteady step like one laboring under 
an insupportable bude of mental agony. 
Chairs were placed upar the acaffold and the 
prisoners were soon seated listening attentive- 
iy to the exhortations of the Minister and 
the short prayer customary on such occasions. 
Howard thet arose as if to address the audi- 
ence, Taking hold of the rope that was soon 
to pass over his head he held it wp and re- 
marked that it would soon end his career, 
and that it would strangle ‘an innocent man’ 
Calling upon Heaven to witness the truth of 
his protestation, he again asterted his ivno- 
cence and said he had nothing more to say. 
Lower next stepped forward and address 
Mr, Frank Kenyon, yet loud enough for oth- 
erate hear, He said that he could in five 
minutes clear both the others, Wut in order to 
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ed | tors mostly residing in Portland, for the pur- 
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do that he “would have to implicate seven 
othés men, one of ghom was dearer -to him 
thas life.” -“Heasserted that Page was the 
one who concocted and executed the-murd ers 
and that he (Lower) knew that he was a 
murdered man, and that he was murdermg 
two innocent men—referrng to Romaine and 
Renton; turning to them he asked them to 
forgive him. Renton then asked him why 
he had not done this before and saved them, 


from the tender care yeeeived from Mr. B, 
and family, that this wretebed mon bad coun- 
ted upon his reprieve up to the last, moment 
of his existence, Finding all hope gone, the 
hangman’s noose adjusted around his neck, 
with eternity staring him in the face, he was 
completly overcome and cried like a child. 
All now being arranged, the prisoners seemed 
to ‘straighten up,’’and the sheriff asked if 
they were all ready? Howard: said, ‘all 
ready.’ Lower-said, * launch your boat, she 
is nothing but an ald mud scow anyhow,” 
Romaine appesred backward, when Lower 
turned toward him. and Romaine answered, 
*¥es.’ The crank was moved, the fatal drop 
wag heard, and the three bodies at the same 
instant were suspended through the plat- 
form. After hanging for upwards of thirty 
minutes they: were pronounced dead by Dr. 
M. A, Kelly, cat down ang placed in their 
coflins, 

Judging from the signifcant glances and 
smiles passing between Howard and Lower, 
the entire change of demeanor from the time 
of their last two ‘week’s imimacy—tlie fre- 
duent recurrence ot Lower to the innczence 
of the other wo, it would seem that a new 
programme had been adopted and a diferent 
system of tactics was to be put into practice 

Lower referred, on two of three occasions, 
(the last time on the scaffold,) to a letter he 
had written, which he did not want opened 
until after he should be cut down from the 
gallows. After he was cut down the Sheriff 
took the fetter from his pocket, and the con- 
tenis proyed to be the most obscene and re- 
volting language that a depraved mind could 
conjure up.
